"being part of the coercion” of Mrs. Wal- , 
den. 

"You’re a liar,” shouted Nance, at which 
point Lane bounded from the witness box 
and, rushing over toward Nance, 'said to

Lane said afterwards, however, that 
Mrs. Walden will not return to Memphis 
until she is declared competent, which he 
said will be accomplished through medical 
testimony. 

When Mrs. Walden does return to Mem- 
phis, Lane said, "she will file massive law- 
suits against those responsible for her il- 
legal incarceration.”
